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Among the German generals bolding important 
command! jn the fighting on the Writ Front is 
none other than Frederick von Bernhardt, the au¬ 
thor of “Germany and the Next War.” For u long 
-time after the (trugglo began von Bernhardi wa* 
in eclipse. His book, published ill 1912, was so 
damning a refutation of the Berlin ease that Ger¬ 
many was the innocent victim of a ring of con¬ 
spirators controlled by wicked Albion- that the 
luckless general was anathema at the Wilhehn- 
strasse. "War is a biological necessity,” wrote 
Bernhardi six years ago, and then proved to 
his own satisfaction and the great joy of the 
Prussian military clique that it was Germany's 
duty to‘“crush France never ^Jo cross our path 
•gain,” and to knock Russia out. 

In discussing the prospects of British interven¬ 
tion von Bernhardi admitted the might of the Brit¬ 
ish navy Tint dismissed the idea of a formidable 
British army with a few contemptuous sentences. 
The British regular, he said, had “no tactical 
value,” while.it would be impossible to raise r 
powerful army from the mass cf the British people. 
As for the Overseas Dominions, they were “negli¬ 
gible” ns a military factor and need not be dis¬ 
cussed at all. , 

Recently, von Bernhardi was given a eo%inaml 
and an important task. He was to take Bcthnne 
and outflank Vimy Ridge from the north, that ht 
to say, to walk over the Briton wjiobad “no tacti¬ 
cal value” and to force the “neglible” Canadians 
off the commanding positions from which they had 
tossed the Germans a year before. Now, if Bem : 
hardi had been at all consistent he would have 
urged von Iliudenburg to allow him to tackle Vimy 
Ridge from the front instead .of trying to sneak 
upon it through the side gate. But the, author of

The Toronto Globe sees in the Canadian Indus¬ 
trial Reconstruct iou Assoc 1st ion. an institution pro¬ 
jected by retrain Toronto and Montreal interests, 
an organization for the promotion of the high pro¬ 
tection movement and opposition to direct taxa¬ 
tion. Our contemporary draw* this conclusion 
from the pronouncement in the association’x mani¬ 
festo that "customs duties must continue to be the 
chief source of revenue.” , 

The Globe regards the action of these interests 
in raising the tariff issue at this time ttk a violation 
of tile truce on quest inns ot fbcal policy which has 
existed -from the commencement of the war. and 
warns the promoters of the movement that they 
will have to reckon with the West, the “big radi¬ 
cal, progresaive, self-assertive West," the “domin¬

The Globe's warning is timely. Western Canada 
has ready a complete armament for a fight on this 
issue, but is willing to forget all ahout it until the 
war ia over. The elements which so long have dic¬ 
tated the fiscal policy of this country will save 
themselves a lot of heart-burning by realizing now 
that -the- West - m e ans to-pull rtnwti a consider¬ 
able part of the tariff wall when the 
greater emergency ia past; that never 
again will it submit to the exactions of 
a privileged few in the guise of "protection.” Be-

TO JUST RECOGNITION 

Just so long os music in any form 
Is looked upon by the mass of the peo¬ 
ple simply us an entertainer or as be¬ 
ing all very well for those who rare for 
It. or for the few that cultivate art for 
art's sake, or for church service on 
Bunday, or for the amusement of the 
people at a cabaret or musical com¬ 
edy house, but (hat It really has no 
place in the serious life of the people. 
Just so long will 'the musician, the 
music teacher, the musical manager, 
the singer, the artist, the composer, 
the conductor not receive the recog¬ 
nition that is due them. 

Now. then. If there is anything that 
we know It Is that great changes in 
popular sentiment, especially ln a 
country still dominated by a Calvin¬ 
ism which was opposed to music, con 
only be accomplished by a process of 
education., 

Thia logically leads to the conclu¬ 
sion that It Is absolutely necessary for 
all those Interested ln the musical 
world. In the musical Industries, for i 
all music lovers to get together so that- 
they may present a united front qnd 
hold up tbe hands of these who >hve 
undertaken the work of educating the 
people l6 the point where *hey may 
regard the musician, and especially the 
music teacher, not as belonging to a 
separate, indeed to a lower class, but 
aa belon ging the. highest class, to 
the class of-those who lead ln that 
culture which means the progress of 
humanity out of the merely material 
into the spiritual.
